It is a difficult task to follow up John's, W3SAI, classic 
article excerpted from the September 1955 Blurb and reprinted in the 
August 1985 issue of the Blurb. However, I thought it appropriate to 
mention another similar type of operation that Phil-Mont was involved 
in. 

‘On a Friday in September 1972, Phil-Mont was contacted by what 
was then the Montgomery County Civil Defense and was requested to 
provide emergency communications in the Pottstown area. The area was 
flooded in the aftermath of Hurricane Agnes. W3BBB and company took 
our communications vehicle, which at that time was a converted large 
Blue Bird type school bus, to Pottstown and set up operations on a 
high hill. 

Early Saturday morning, I and a_number of other Phil-Monters 
headed towards Pottstown. I tore down my ham shack and threw all the 
equipment into the station wagon because I did not know what might be 
needed out there. Four operating positions were set up in the bus 
for 2 Meter AM, 6 Meter FM, 75 Meter SSB and 10 Meter AM. Stations 
using Gonset 2 Meter AM communicators and 10 Meter AM mobiles 
operated from City Hall and other locations downtown. Telephone and 
normal radio communications were mostly out of service or over-taxed 
in town. We handled communications for CD, Police, Fire, 
Philadelphia Electric and the State Police. Traffic was relayed to 
Eagleville CD using the WCAU 6 Meter FM repeater.

DIRECTORS’ MEETING

joined them later in the day at the Court House. They proceeded to 
operate NCS for the mobile stations operating on 29.640. They made 
contacts with W3YJM at CD headquarters at the high school and WSIGW 
at W3UCY's home. W3UCY operated the 75 meter phone net. W3IGW had a 
two meter station and set up contact with W3PDJ in East Stroudsburg. 
W3PDJ had previously rowed across the rampaging river with a two 
meter station tucked under his arm and had set up radio 
communications in a jail cell from East Stroudsburg. W3PDJ, Dick 
Moll, maintained the only radio communications from East Stroudsburg 
to the outside world. The amateur fraternity received a real boost 
through the efforts of one courageous W3PDJ. W3URU, W3URS, WSURT and 
W3uWML assisted as relief telephone operators at the Court House in 
Doylestown and at the city jail in the water rationing department. 
W3YJM volunteered for the Stroudsburg area 10:30 Sunday morning 
picking up two 2 meter stations on the way and joining up with two 
more mobile stations carrying W3IGW, W3CNO and W3KCG. By taking the 
road specified by Civilian Defense and the proper passes, they were 
able to get through to Saylorsburg. They met W3MLY and W3BN with 
additional communicators. They were escorted into Stroudsburg over 
back roads. Communications were maintained with W3PDJ, East 
Stroudsburg for 14 hours at which time a telephone line was 
completed. The radio operators were then relieved of their duties 
and arrived home about 6 A.M. Monday morning. W3SAE arrived at 
Stroudsburg 1:00 Sunday afternoon. Mr. Serfass, Civilian Defense 
official, needed communications to the Civilian Defense Court House, 
W3YAZ, via radio very badly since the telephone lines were jammed 
with other traffic. Mr. Serfass ordered registration of all people 
in the Stroudsburg disaster area in order to determine those people 
still missing, unaccounted for or presumed dead. They set up three 
main registration centers in the city, one at the Stroudsburg Fire 
House, a second at the Fire House in East Stroudsburg and a third at 
the Public High School. He requested help of the radio amateurs in 
registering people in other inaccessible areas. W3SAE installed a 
monitor receiver on ten meters and a two meter communicator at 
headquarters to link five other stations in the area. Mr. Serfass 
then dispatched W3SAE and W3JON to scout the upper areas at the 
Pocono Mountains to survey conditions of communication and report 
back likely spots to locate registration centers. The remote areas 
were fortunately not in serious trouble, with the exception of 
Swiftwater Police Barracks. 

Well, it is over. Phil-Mont did not need the "simulated" 
disaster to document their activities. A catastrophic disaster was 
dumped by the buckets full right into their laps. There are hundreds 
of homeless families, but there are people who are alive and are able 
to give thanks that radio amateurs are made of the stuff they are.

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SATURDAY OPERATIONS - August 20, 1955 
At 6:30 A.M. rescue forces were evacuating people to the Yardley 


Golf Course in an Army helicopter. W3SAE and W3VXN received word 
from Yardley on the fire company radio that several men were stranded 
in the river and a helicopter was needed in a hurry. Yardley fire 
and police could do nothing on the telephone circuit. Army 
helicopters were nowhere in sight. State police called in on their 
radio and failed to make contact. They tried smoke bombs and mirrors 
- to signal the Whirlybird, but to no avail. W3VXN called W3QV on 
Channel 1 for an assist. In about 45 seconds W3QV had the Navy 
Control Tower, Johnsville, on the telephone. W3VXN repeated landing 
instructions and location to W3QV and by the time W3SAE was able to 
run out and tell the rescue squad that the Navy helicopter was 
coming, the helicopter had landed beside him. The Navy helicopter 
was on the ground within three minutes from the time W3QV called. 
W3URU, assisted by W3WML, was requested to report to the Doylestown 
Court House for assignment about 9:15 A.M. Saturday. They received 
the Yardley fire house assignment, reporting to W35SU in Doylestown 
on Channel 2. They were relieved after 11 hours of operation by 
W3CNO and W3FUS. Additional relief was provided by W30KX. W3SAE 
after working all night proceeded to Bristol Red Cross Headquarters 
to aid W3D0U. W3YJM was activated Saturday and requested an fone, 
assignment. The Doylestown Radio Control was notified he was coming 
and he was advised to proceed north on 611 to the Reigelsville area 
in search of boats which were supposedly being sent to the stricken 
area. He passed through Upper Black Eddy which had been severely hit 
by the flood. Both the Army and local fire companies were busily 
engaged in the rescue operations. W3VVS was already there on the 
scene and was assisting with communications. The terrain along the 
Delaware in this area required that relay stations be set up.. W3YIJM 
parked at the top of the hill and operated relay between the 
Doylestown and Upper Black Eddy rescue operations. He also assisted 
several other stations. W3QQH, W3BGR, W20AF, W3SUG were operating in 
towns to the north throughout the day. Reams of messages were 
handled by the Upper Black Eddy group including requests for food, 


drinking water, cots, blankets and orders for rescue teams to report 
to other stricken areas where they were needed. 


SUNDAY OPERATIONS - August 21, 1955

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THE PHIL-MONT "SIMULATED" DISASTER 
rom the Uct. 


In 1949 the Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club of Philadelphia area was 
organized with five members. Today, five years later, it is one 
hundred strong with a like number of mobile and fixed amateur 
stations in operation. Activities in these five years centered about 
transmitter hunts, parade direction, and civilian defense drills in 
Preparation for any emergency that may arise. 

To document its activities and to display to the public in 
general the volunteer services which are available in time of need, a 
motion picture film in the formulation stage required a "simulated" 
disaster to portray emergency operations. Any make-believe disaster 
would dos a fire or an accident would be fine. 

No one anticipated the night of Thursday, August 18, 1955. 
Hurricane Diane was staggering hesitatingly up the east coast and was 
pretty well blown out -- no need to get excited over a dying 
windstorm. And then it hit! Rain! Driving, biting, brick 
saturating, motor fouling, windshield wiper stopping rain. Hours of 
it. Six inches overnight! She dumped over 100,000,000 gallons per 
square mile. Diane made her last dying gasp solely felt. Think of 
it! Where could all that water go? Thousands of people in Eastern 
Pennsylvania in the Doylestown-Stroudsburg area can tell you where it 
went. Twelve to twenty feet of it right through their kitchens and 
living rooms, if there was a house left to go through. 

Phil-Mont had its disaster documented, but not quite in the way 
it was planned. 

Let us change the tone of this writing a bit to report to you how 
five years of concentrated practice was put to use by the Phil-Mont 
Mobile Radio Club. 


THURSDAY NIGHT OPERATIONS - August 18, 1955 

Eastern Pennsylvania suffered a torrential downpour all evening 
and into the night. During the normal activities of Phil-Mont on 
Channel No. 1, W3EM, W3FUY and W3SSU at the Doylestown CD 
Headquarters were heard. They left headquarters for a boys’ camp on 
the Upper Delaware River at Treasure Island to assist in the 
evacuation of campers. The gravity of the situation was not 
immediately recognized. There was considerable local radio activity 
however, W3QQH, W3AUF and W3VVS were busily pumping out cellars with 
the local fire company. At midnight W2DKA mobile called in on 
Channel 1. He reported the Route 611, Neshaminy Creek, bridge was 
washed out. There was a line of cars backed up as far as he could 
see. They weren't able to get into Doylestown and the only phone in 
the area had about 30 people in line waiting to use it. W3QV 
arranged to take traffic from the people stranded at this washout. 
He, in turn, passed it on to other stations in the Phil-Mont net who 
distributed it throughout the Philadelphia area.

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FRIDAY OPERATIONS — August 19, 1955 
By 2 A.M. Friday morning the seriousness of the situation was 


recognized and a continuous guard was placed on a Phil-Mont channel 
by the Club members. W3MVG, Assistant Radio Officer in Bucks County, 
requested help on the channel trying to get W3SSU at Doylestown. He 
drove around the Trevose, Langhorne and Bristol areas and advised 
that the situation was very serious. W3MVG located Mr. Ferguson, a 
member of the Red Cross Disaster Team, and an emergency . 
communications system moved into operation. A Red Cross net, 
including many mobile stations, was planned for strategic locations. 
W3VXN arrived at the Neshaminy School, Red Cross Headquarters, at 3 
P.M. W3UIX drove to Bristol to set up a fixed station. W3VWX 
volunteered to assume net control for the Bucks County area at a 
fixed station at Langhorne. W3\VWX remained on the air continuously 
for over thirty hours and coordinated Bucks County communications. 
Between 3 and 5 P.M. W3MVG and Mr. Ferguson made a survey of the 
river towns and realized that the water would rise and flood all 
river areas. W3MVG informed Langhorne and Bristol Red Cross 
personnel by radio that assistance would be needed. W3UIX operated 
until early Saturday morning at Bristol. W3NIP coming home from work 
Friday night requested that his wife be advised that he would not be 
home that night and went to the Croydon Fire House and then onto 
Bristol. W3GIF and W3AUF went to the Newport Fire Company to 
assist. Late Friday afternoon it became obvious that a large net 
operation was necessary. One hundred Phil-Mont mobile radio 
stations, transmitters and personnel were pressed into service to 
assist in the operation as fast as they could be recruited. Channel 
2, 29.626, was designated as an operation frequency and sounded like 
a bee hive. Channel 1, 29.493, was designated as a recruiting 
frequency to organize the volunteer group throughout the disaster 
area. Governor Leader activated CD Friday evening. W3EM, Bucks 
County Radio Officer, was advised of the activity on the Phil-Mont 
channels. He requested that we carry on with the emergency 
organization that was set up. It was realized at this time that 
Eastern Pennsylvania emergency communications would be necessary for 
several days. W3SAE, in contact with W3QV, was advised to report to 
WSSSU Doylestown Court House. He was assigned to relieve W3HQJ at 
the Yardley Fire House. W3SAE and W3VXN worked all night at Yardley 
using W3VWX at the Langhorne Control Station as a relay. W3CNO 
proceeded to Langhorne and was assigned by W3VWX to the Neshaminy 
High School Red Cross Center. He was assisted by W3URU and was 
relieved by W3BYB.
